Earnings Increase 
for Social Security 


Beginning on January 1, 
1977, the maximum amount 
of earnings in a year that 
count for social security will 
automatically increase to 
$16,500, up from this year's 
maximum of $15,300, Dale 
M. Averill, District Manager 
of Traverse City Social Se- 
curly Office, anmuuiced ive 
day. 

Also in 1977, the maxi- 
mum amount that a benefi- 
ciary can earn and still get all 
his social security checks 
will increase to $3,000 in a 
year under the same automa- 
tic increase nravisions of the 
law, Mr. Averill said. The 
1976 figure is $2,760. 

People who earn more 
than $3,000 in 1977 may still 
get some social security 
henetits, but every two dol- 
lars they earn above $3,000 
may cause a reduction of 
one dollar in their social 
security benefits for the 
year. No matter how much 
they earn in 1977, they can 
get their full benefit for any 


month in which they do not 
earn more than $250 in 
wages (Up from $230 in 1976) 
and do not perform substan- 
tial services in self-employ- 
ment. 

He noted that these in- 
creases are determined on 
the basis of a formula in the 
jaw which auiomaticaliy pro-

Rural! Postal 


Customers 


The cooperation of rural 
and suburban postal cus- 
tomers in helping to keep 
private roads passable and 
approaches to mail boxes 
clear during the coming 
winter months was request- 
ed today by Postmaster Jim 
Baker. 

"Postal customers are res- 
ponsible for keeping ap- 
proaches to their maii boxes 
clear of snow and other ob- 
structions that would make 
mail delivery difficult or im- 
possible,” Postmaster Baker 
said. “People should be 
aware that failure to clear 
paths to mail boxes prompt- 
ly after heavy snows may 
temporarily prevent carriers 
from making deliveries. Cus- 
tomers will be contacted if 
box. 

There may also be a need 
to ask postal customers to 
relocaie iheir boxes on a New 
line of travel if excessive and 
extended detours are neces- 
sary, the postmaster said. 

“Highway officials are re- 
sponsible for keeping public 
roads passable and in good 
repair,” Postmaster Baker 
said. “But in areas where 
mail service is provided over 
roads not maintained by 
road authorities, the owner 
of the road is responsible.” 

Rural and star route car- 
riers will make every reason- 
able effori to serve ihe 
greatesi number of cus- 
tomers during severe weath- 
er, the postmaster said. ‘But 
service on foot when roads 
are impassable is noi re- 
quired. Also, when state 
highway authorities or lacal 
police consider road travel 
hazardous, postai service 
may be curtailed until the 
inclement weather abates,” 
he said.

Compost Now 


by Willard E. Sosserman 
County Extension Director 

If you have been reluctant 
to start a compost pile, let 
me urge you to start one this 
fall. What, with all of the 
feaves, composting is a 
much better way of taking 
care of them than burning or 
even taking them to a land- 
fill. 

Composting is recycling. 
The resulting organic matter 
can be used to mulch trees, 
shrubs, transplanting flow- 
ers, and growing a garden. | 
never seem to have quite 
enough for all the things | 
want to use the compost for. 

All you need is a place to 
put it, a wall or fence to 
contain it, a little topsoil, 
water and plenty of feaves. 

When choosing a sf-3t,! 
keep in mind that it wun'i be 
much to look at. But, this 
depends on how you build it. 
My new one doesn’t [ook so 
bad. The inside of the bin is 
a little charred, that 
doesn't show. 

Some peopie just dig a 
hole in the ground to contain 
the leaves. A wire fence will 
tend to keep the outside dry 
and keep it from decaying. 
Therefore, | prefer boards, 
logs or loose fitting cement 
blocks. 

Spread the materials to be 
composted in layers iwo to 
six inches thick. Cover each 
layer with one-nalf to one 
inch of After you have 
had a compost pile for a 
while you can use part of the 
compost materials for the 
topsoil ccver. It will be well 
supplied with the microor- 
ganisms that will do the 
work of decomposing the 
materials in the pile. They 
need nitrogen to do this, 
therefore, if you want action 
faster, sprinkle a little ferti- 
tizer high in nitrogen on each 
layer betore applying the 
topsoil. 

If your leaves are pretty 
dry, it would be a good idea 
to wet them as you builo the 
compost | pile. Shape the top 


of Ht into 2 saucer so rain 


water will soak in. During dry 
weather water it. The micro- 
organisms need moisture to 
live.

reported wage statistics. 

“The formula is designed 
to keep both the contribution 
and benefit base, and the 
retirement test exempt a- 
mount, up to date as average 
wage levels rise throughout 
the Nation,” Averill said. 
Under the law, these auto- 
matic increases can take ef- 
fect only after a year in 
which there has been an 
automatic increase in social 
security benefits.” This re- 
quirement was met by a 6.4 
percent automatic increase 
in benefits that took effect 
earlier this year. 

The contribution and ben- 
efit base is the maximum 
amount of earnings in a year 
that are creditable toward 
social secufity benefits and 
are taxable under social 
security. The new base of 
$16,500 will provide addi- 
tional income to the social 


“seCuriiy program without in- 


creasing the taxes of work- 
ers who earn $15,300 or less 
in a year, Wit. Averill said. 

He noted that the social 
security tax rate, now at 5.65 
percent of taxable earnings 
for employees and employ- 
ers each, and 7.9 percent of 
laxabie earnings for self- 
employed people, will re- 
main unchanged in 1977. 

The increase in taxes pay- 
able on 1877 earnings for 
workers who earn more than 
$15,300 will range up to a 
maximum of $70.20 each for 
a wage earner and his em- 
ployer, and $94.80 for a self- 
emptoyed person. The maxi- 
mum social security tax a 
wage earner wil! pay in 1877 
will be $965.25, and a self- 
employed person $1,303.50. 

An estimated 19 million 
workers — about one out of 
six covered by social se- 
curity — will be affected by 
the increase in 1977 because 
they will have earnings of 
more than $15,300. The 
increase in the base will 
result in additional taxes of 
$2.3 billion on 1977 earn- 
ings. 

“In return for the increase 
in taxes,” Averill said, “these 
affected workers will have 
ction because a 
of their earn- 
credited toward 
benefits than before. This 
will mean higher benefits for 
them and their families in 
the event of retirement, disa- 
bility, or death, than would 
have been possible without 
an increase In the base.” 

About 1.3 million benefi- 
Ciaries will receive additional 
benefiis as a result of the 
increase to $3,000 in the 


retirement test oxompi a 


mount in 1977. Additional 
benefit payments for 1977 
‘will amount to an estimated 
$150 million, Averill said.

greater visibility. 

Under our present cumbersome system, 
Kavanagh nominated aimself by affidavit; 
incumbent justices can do that. Then both 
the Democrats and Republicans entered 
candidates against him; ihe parties can do 
that, too. Kavanagh won anyway, of course. 

“| think the people agreed it was 
unseemly and improper for a sitting justice 
to be campaigning against his colleagues in 
favor of those who would unseat them,” 
Kavanagh said after the election, “and ! 
think the public resented the attempt to 
punish me for advocating that position.” 

Democratic leaders almost expected the 
results, according to Morley Winograd, 
state chairman. 

“Our polling data indicated ail along he 
was going to do very well,” Winograd seid. 
“We feel the decision we made was right, in 
isis of ihe Deinecratic party.” 

Now Justice Kavanagh says he wil! try to 
change the system — and more power to 
him in his endeavors, as far as the 
Almanack is concerned. 

His proposal is for justices to be 
nominated in a non-partisan primary — 
similar to the way lower-court judge can- 
didates now are nominated ~~ rather than by 
state party convention. ; 

Kavanagh said he further will propose a 
constitutional amendment for the 1978 
ballot to provide for appointment of 
supreme court justices rather than election. 

Either way is better than we now have.

In yet another slant on the judicial 
campaign, Sam Fishman, political activities 
director for the UAW, criticized the media in 
the Kavanagh brouhaha, which is almost par 
for any course these days. 

"The way it came through to them {the 
voters) was that party bosses and labor 
bosses want judges they can put through 
hoops and since Kavanagh was not willing 
to be that kind of judge, these bosses 
dumped him,” Fishman is quoted as 
Saying.

This is the third in a series of articles designed to bring you 
closer to Grayling High School. Each week this coiumn will focus 
on a course, program, teacher or other aspect of the Grayling High 
School curriculum, As always, you are invited to visit Grayling High 
School iv observe any programs described in this calumr or to 
discuss questions or ideas with schoo! personnel. Please call in 
advance and check in at the general office when you arrive. 

This week ‘Welcome to the Classroom” invites you into the 
English department here at Grayling High School. A few years ago 
the English classes underwent extensive revision. Class 
tequirements were changed and the classes themselves were 
altered to appeal to students’ interests. Students are now allowed 
to select, on an interest basis, classes they wish to take. The 
faculty and administration hoped to capitalize on what the student 
is interested in in teaching literature and composition skills and 
concepts. 

Presently our Enalish department sports 28 classes. Three 
semesters of literature, two semesters of compasition and one 
semester of speech constitute the minimum graduation require- 
ments, with more classes urged. 

The focus of our attention this week is the Sports Literature 
class. As might be expected this class draws many students. They 
may elect to work individually on a contract basis, whereby 
students agree to do a specific ammount of work for a certain grade; 
or they may work on teams on projects of their choosing and in 
areas of study they wish to explore. Most students prefer to work 
uri att individual Cuitiact. 

At the outset of Sports Lit the instructor supplies each student 
with an outline of required work for each grade znd its due date. 
Students are asked to examine current sports magazines in depth. 
They are also required to prepare, 45 journals which are obtained by 
reading newspapers and magazines and evaluating them. The 
students aré also asked to prepare book reports which are shared 
with the class by way of various projects; such as models, bulletin 
boards, posters, mock newspaper stories and even mini-plays. 
These are but a few of the activities undertaken in Sports Lit. 

One of the primary objectives of this class is to get students 
feeling good about English classes. Being able to succeed is 
important for everyone. The individual structure allows for varying 
degrees of ditticulty within the same class. Decision making is aiso 
stressed. 

Students are given the opportunity to make decisions crucial 
tq them, They must then take responsibility for those decisions. 

One activity wiici picves very ponular in this class is 
opportunity for students to make quality fishing rods from scratch 
for very little money. This part of the class has the backing and 
support of the George Mason Chapter of Trout Unlimited. 

Students who are interested in what they study find classes 
easier. are more attentive and remember more of the materia! 
covered in the class. If you would like to visit any of our classes 
please phone the office and let us know when to expect you. We 
welcome your interest and your visit.

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winter Driving lls and Tips

it’s a dark late night towards 
the end of November. A young 
couple and their baby daughter 
leave a relatives home after a 
family supper, They pile into the 
family car and head for home. 

The snow is coming down 
heavily but along the freeway it 
doesn’t seem too bad. An nour 
later on a back road the 
husband looks at the badly 
mited car and walks off 10 find 
help in the howling blizzard, 

Me is found by a search party 
the next day. He has frozen to 
death huddled by a tree, only 
two miles from the car. The wife 
and baby survive. Frostbite, 
shuck and exposure take their 

Impossible, the average per- 
son thinks, and yet each year 
many people in North America 
die because they were not 
prepared for winter. 

Long-time residents of Craw- 
ford County are familiar with the 
problems of winter driving. 
There are however many new 
residents who move into this 
area from warmer areas who 
never learn the tricks of getting 
ready for winter as as 
winterizing their driving. This 
includes women who never have 
driven in the winter along with 
teenage drivers and new retirees 
to this area. 

Tie family car should have a 
thorough check for winter haz- 
ards, suggests Lieutenant Ro- 
bert Ruddy of the Grayling 
Police Department. 

Tire pressure and condition 
should be checked closely. 
Good snow tires are essential 
for traction and good front tires 
witl ensure good handling, 
steering and control. Tire pres- 
sure should be watched as the 
temperatures go down. A tire 
loses a pound of pressure for 
each ten degree drop in temper- 
ature. Low tire pressure can 
produce bad balance in the 
wheels and can lead to blow- 
outs or tire failure. 

The muffler system is very 
important especially if a person 
has to wait for assistance while 
stuck on, the freeway in a bliz- 
zard or on a back road. It is very 
dangerous to even drive a car 
that is afr tight said Lt. Ruddy. 
A leaking exhaust can pour 
deadly carbon monoxide into 
the cab, especially while it is 
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sitting. The muffler und all 
pipes should be inspected. 

Windshield wipers should be 
in good rapair, If they fail to 
clear the windshield of snow 
and tend to ice up, they should 
be replaced. Ensure the washer 
is filed with antifreeze. It is 
handy to carry a spare bottle 
since a bad ice storm can use 
up windshield sulvent rapidly. 

The heating system should be 
checked to ensure the hoses are 
not brittle or leaking. A high 
temperature thermostat should 
be installed to bring the oper- 
ating temperature of your car up 
to winter levels. Anyone pl 
ning iO icave ihe Car of truck 
parked in cold weather for any 
length of time while off on a 
fishing trip or snowmobile 
expedition should have a well 
charged battery and have their 
engine coolant checked to 
ensure the anti-freeze levels are 
high enough to prevent freez- 
ing. Of course anyone going off 
ON aiy tip of back Toads should 
leave behind a map of where 
they will be and when they 
expect to return. 

Your gas tank is the last part 
of your vehicle needing extra 
winter attention, Each month 
add a can of gasoline antifreeze. 
Mainly alcohol it combines with 
the water in the tank and pre- 
vents ice in gas lines and the 
carburetor. In the winter always 
iry to keep your tank topped up 
it you drive a great deal. This 
helps prevent condensation of 
water on the gas tank waifs. In 
winter months, gas _ stations 
close down early in the evening 
and on many holidays. Don't 
count on every station marked 
on the road signs as being open 
since many garage owners 
follow the tourists and ducks 
south each winter. 

Lt. Ruddy stressed to motor- 
ists to take advantage of 
sheriff's departments along the 
highways for road and weather 
information. He urges motorists 
to avoid driving in bad weather 
and tune ic a weather report 
before olanning any trip. 

“Slow down your driving for a 
safer winter.” he added. Dry 
looking pavement in cold wea 
ther can be slippery due to 

raitin snow, especiatiy on 
bridges and overpasses. Cald 
beneath the bridges always turn 
them into treacherous traps that 
catch speeding and unwary

motorists each year, fe said. fn 
snowy conditions keep the 
maximum distance from the car 
in frant of you and drive at a 
slow steady speed. If possible, 
keep rolling since the weight of 
the car and your momentum will 
get you through heavy accumu- 
Jations of snow. 

The best defense against a 
skid is never to get into one. If 


“you do go out of control and 


start to skid, don’t panic and hit 
the brakes since that willl 
increase the skid. instead just 
ease your foot off the accel- 
erator and steer the direction 
go until the car 
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to a step. Steering the direction 
you “wanted to originally go is 
ihe same thing as “sieering into 
the skid,” but is much simpler 
to understand. 

Besides the extra windshield 
washer solvent and gasoline 
antifreeze, there ara many other 
things the motorist can carry in 
the car for addod safsty. Ls. 
Ruddy suggests carrying a 
snow shovel, a flashlight or 
spotlight, a heavy blanket, a 
flag or scarf to tie to the door 
handle, and a vacuum bottle of 
coffee or other hot drink. 

Safety fiares can come in very 
handy said the lieutenant. He 
added that a pail or box of sand 
carried in the trunk wili give 
in the winter, 
Back road drivers should carry a 
good jack and buard or plece of 
plywood to put under it to 
prevent the base of the jack 
from sinking in the snow. 
Orivers off the beaten track may 
also find an axe and rope handy 
in getting themselves out of 
tight situaticns. 

If you get stuck, don’t spin 
the tires since this only deepens 
the ruts and makes the situation 
worse. First make surs your 
wheels are straight and try with 


the aid of a push to get out. If- 


that doesn’t work or you have 
no-one to push, try shovelling a 
good long path around all four 
wheels. Once you get roiling 
you will have room to build up 
momentum. Put some of your 
sand around the tires and in the 
direction you want to go. Make 
sure al! the snow is shovelled 
fram beneath the car. Often the 
frame will hang up higher than 
the wheels leaving them spin- 
ning in the air. If you have no 
sand, use any gritty substance 
such as pebbles, dirt from 
inside fenders, tree bark, your 
blanket or whatever you can 
find. Gently rock your car back 
and forth and once you get 
traction try to maintain your 
momentum. 

If you are unable to get out, 
relax. Oider people or drivers in 
poor physical condition should 
ayoid. Strenuous Shovelling or 
pushing. in good weather put 
on your emergency flashar, lift 
your hood and hang a flag, 
towel or rag from fhe door 
handle. Stay off the road and 
wait for help. If you notice a 
car like this, notify the closest 
police department. “The CB 
radio has made a real differ- 
ence”, said Lt. Ruddy. “People 
no longer sit and wait in twenty 
below weather’, he added, 
s2ying that CB’ers speedily get 
help to anyone in trouble. 

If you are stuck or stranded in 
a blizzard follow the above rules 
but do nat put up your car heed. 
lf the engine is working this will 
keep tite blizzard from soaking 
it with snow. Run the engine at 
a high speed to warm it up 
quickly, not idling. This also 
keeps the battery well charged. 
Keep the heater at maximum 
once the car heais up and keep 
it on for five or six minutes. 
Then shut it off to conserve gas 
and start it only when the cold 
becomes unbearable. 

Ration any iood or not drinks 
you have and wrap up if any 
warm clothing you have and 
insulate from the cold with 
cushions, newspapers, floor- 
mats or whatever you have. 
Open a window slightly while 
running the engine to prevent 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Drifting snow can block the 
laipips a3 Wen So check # 
periodically.

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Frustration in an attempt 
to muunt an Expedition 
against Detroit was exper- 
ienced again by George Ro- 
gers Clark in 1781, this time 
despite support for the ven- 
ture irom George Washing- 
ten. Tne commander of 
American forces, in answer 
to an appeal from Virginia 
Governor Thomas Jefferson, 

agreed to provide supplies 
for Clark’s planned assault. 
He also ordered Col. Daniel 
Brodhead at Fort Pitt to give 
all possible assistance, in- 
cluding a unit of Continental 
troops with artillery. 

Washington wrote Jeffer- 
son that he believed “the 
reduction of the post of 
Detroit would be the only 
certain means of giving 
peace and security to the 
whole Western frontier” and 
that he did “not think the 
charge of the enterprise 
could have been committed 
to better hands than Colonel 
Clark's.” 

Unfortunately, that wasn’t 
what Brodhead thought. He 
himself had requested Wash- 
ington's approval of an expe- 
dition against Detroit, and 
when the time came for him 
to assist Clark he found 
reasons for not doing so. 
Clark had already run up 
against a number of oh- 
stancles in efforts to get the 
mission underway. and the 
refusal of Brodhead to co- 
operate killed any chance of 
success. 

Clark had made prelimin- 
ary plans for the venture 
during a conference with Vir- 
ginia officials the preceding 
winter and had been promet- 
ed ta brigadier general by 
Jefferson. Units of frontier 
militia were to assemble for 
the aitack on March 1 at Fort 
Pitt and were to. be joined at 
the falls of the Ohio River on 
March 15 by the Kentucky 
militia. 

As Clark headed toward 
Fort Pitt for the rendezvous 
of frontier militiamen, Jef- 
ferson encouniered the first 
difficulties in raising the 
army. Recruiters in Berkley 
County told him they had 
“the greatest reason to be- 
lieve that those whose turn it 
now is from this county will 
suffer any punishment rather 
than obey our orders for their 
march.” The situation was 
similar in other counties, 
and efforts to get troops and 
supplies in Hampshire Goun- 
ty brought about a mutiny. 

And there were other 
protigms. A regiment dis- 
patched to the Fort Pitt 
assembly point was inade- 
quately ciothed, and the 
artillery company which was 
to accompany Clark was 
short of men, equipment and 
ammunition. Supplies did 
not arrive at Fort Pitt on 
schedule, and kegs in which 
gunpowder had been ship- 
ped were in such poor 
condition that it was norc- 
essary to wait while new 
ones were being built. 

A regiment of regulars 
under Col. John Gibson had 
been assigned to Clark by 
Baron Von Steuben, but at 
Fort Pitt Brodhead retused 
to permit them to join Clark’s 
expedition. Brodhead claim- 
ed that the situation at his 
fort was now desperate with 
a revolt of Delaware Indians 
threatening to embroil the 
neighboring tribes in an 
all-out effort against the 
Americans. He decided to 
strike first and led a force 
against the Delaware towns 
at the torks of tne Mus- 
kingum River (site of Cosh- 
octon, Ohio).

Indians on the east bank of 
the river, but because of the 
depth of the iver after a 
recent rain was unable to 
cross for an attack on vil- 
lages on the west side of the 
stream. Sixteen of the cap- 
tured braves were toma- J 
hawked and scalped near the 
vilfages on Brodhead’s or-” 
ders. On the march back to 
Fort Pitt, militia who had 
been entrusted with guard- 
ing ihe remaining prisoners 
kilted ail of them except a 
few women and children. 
Meanwhile, the situation 
didn't improve for Clark. The 
problems in obtaining re- 
cruits persisted, and when a 
draft was instituted to obtain 
men irom Pennsylvania a riot 
erupted in Monongalia Coun- 
ty. An appeal to Washington 
that Gibson's regiment be 
permitted to join the expedi- 
tion was rejected. Thus, 
Clark left for the falls of the 
Ohio ii August with only 40: 
of the 2,000 men that he 
needed. Again, the British at 
Detroit were spared by the 
divisiveness cf the rebels.

Budget Cut? The Governor 
has urged closing a $40 
millian loophole in the Sin- 
gle Susiness Tax to help 
avoid an in-year budget cut. 
For the last two fiscal years, 
we have had to cut the 
budget due to low revenues 
during the year. 

Land Use: One of the top 
priorities for House leaders 
in next year’s session will be 
a statewide land use bill. The 
Chairman of the House 
Conservation Committee has 
said he will introduce such a 
bill and hopes that it will 
finally pass during the new 
term. 

Tax Hearings: Public hear- 
ings on suggested changes 
in the Single Business Tax 
will be held around the state 
for the next five weeks: in 
Marquette this Thursday, 
Benton Harbor Nov. 30; Mt. 
Pleasant Dec. 3; Grand Ra- 
pids Dec. 8; Gaylord Dec. 14; 
Pontiac Dec. 15; Detroit Dec. 
46; and finally Lansing Dec. 
21. 

Orient Express: A 17 - 
member investment survey 
team from Japan recently 
visited Michigan to consider 
our state for investment and 
plant location. Commerce 
Department officials pointe 
out several advantages of 
doing business here, so this 
may mean more jobs soon. 

Drops and Adds: College 
enrollments in Michigan this 
year are down 3 percent 
compared to 1975, which 
represents a decline of some 
15,000 students. However, 
some individual four-year 
and two-year colleges have 


reported enroilrnent increas- 
es over last year. 

Haavy Traffic: If you're 
going to be in the Detroit 
area this holiday season, 
you'll find it easier to get 
around. New sections of I-96 
and [-275 are now open in 
western Wayne County; the 
1-275 section features a 
paved bicycle path alongside 
the freeway. 

Simplicity Needed: A re- 
cent report on our Civil 
Service system criticizes the 
lack of an overall policy on 
pay rates. There are now 
some 2,200 separate em- 
ployee classes, 100 different 
pay ranges and 21 pay levels. 
The report urges the legisla- 
turc to develop a revised 
policy that would consider 
equity, productivity, and in- 
flation.
